Crowds in Rome continue to demon- 
strate in sympathy with Finland and con- 
cemnation of Russia. They leave no room 
for doubt that Italian public opinion is in 
line with public opinion in all countries but 
two—if it is even to be supposed unofficial 
sentiment in Germany condones the at- 
tack on the Finns. 

A point to be noted is that Italian 
crowds do not demonstrate when Il Duce 
wants them not to; nor in behalf of any 
cause with which he is not in sympathy 
when demonstrating would indirectly re- 
flect upon his partner in the “axis”. There 
were no popular outbursts there when 
Austria was gobbled up, Czechoslovakia 
destroyed, and Poland torn to pieces— 
though Mussolini did not approve the lat- 
ter.

If Il Duce is not actually inspiring the 
present demonstrations, he is not suppres- 
sing them, nor even discouraging them. 
Short of denouncing Adolf from a balcony, 
Benito could hardly tell the world more 
plainly what he thinks of the Fuehrer’s 
new ally and alliance.

Big Business for the Farmer 


The Government of Canada and the 
Government of Great Britain have made 
a bargain which will be of great and last- 
ing benefit to farmers in all parts of the 
Dominion, nowhere more than in this 
province. It is a two-way deal, with obliga- 
tions upon both parties. 

Canada has undertaken to supply Bri- 
tain 4,480,000 pounds of bacon and ham 
each week until October 31st next, at least. 

Britain has undertaken to buy up to 
5,600,000 pounds per week if Canada can 
supply that much, 

The prices are said to be equivalent to 
nine cents per pound for live hogs deliv- 
ered at seaboard in Canada. Britain pays 
the freight and insurance at sea, and the 
price in Canada will not be affected should 
these charges go up because of war risks. 

It is said at Ottawa that some sort of 
control machinery will probably have to 
be created in order to assure continuity 
of supply and otherwise work out the de- 
tails of the arrangement. The point is that 
while this is a sale in prospect, there is 
involved an obligation to make delivery. 
Canada is bound to produce the goods; as 
Britain is bound to accept and pay for 
them at the figure stated. 

In October the Dominion exported 
17,204,100 pounds of bacon and ham to 
Britain, nearly as much per week as the 
new bargain calls for. But last April we 
exported only 10,501,100 pounds, not 
much more than two weeks’ supply under 
the new schedule. Obviously there is a 
wide margin here for the expansion of 
hog-raising, with market guaranteed and 
price fixed beforehand. 

Last year Canada exported 180,000,000 
pounds of these products. The new deal 
calls for 291,200,000 pounds during the 
coming year if full advantage is to be 
taken of the terms. Alberta last year sup- 
plied 41,000,0000 pounds of the exports. 
Its proportionate share under the new ar- 
rangement is 64,700,000 pounds, an in- 
crease of 56 per cent over last year’s fig- 


ures. 

With la Supplies of coarse grains 
for which there have been only sluggish 
demand and low prices, the Alberta farmer 
would seem to be in good position to cap- 
ture his full share of the business. He may 


even, with the advantage of abundant 
cheap feed, supply more than the 64,700,-

With all his wealth, 
the young multi-millionaire preferred to short- 
cut his existence at the end of a rifle to continue 
living under whatever burden of body or mind 
he had to bear.

The Guggenheims, like the Rothschilds, have 
a family tradition. Old Meyer Guggenheim, 
founder of the family, was a Swiss immigrant to 
America. He had eight sons, The family was 
engaged in the importation of lace and em- 
broideries till the eighties, when the father be-

FROM LACE TO ado mine, Soon the firm's 
METAL MONARCHS activities were entirely de- 

: voted to the mining and 
smelting of metals. They have smelters in sev- 
eral parts of the United States and Mexico—the 
nearest to Canada being the Tacoma smelter. 

After the Yukon had been worked out by 
hand miners the Guggenheims installed 
hydraulic and dredge mining there. Some old 
Yukoners in Alberta and British Columbia will 
remember the dirgelike ditty—musiec and words 
by the singer—sung by Splotas, the negro min- 
strel of the north. I can hear him still, strum- 
ming on his banjo and wailing the words of 
“Since the Guggies put the Klondike on the 
Bum.” Old timers yearned for the days when 
Dawson was wild and woolly. It must be twenty 
years since the “Guggies’ pulled out of the 
Klondike, 

Large charity marked the lives of these men 
who found themselves catapulted from the lace 
trade into the smelting of metals. Murry Gug- 
genheim maintained a dental clinie for poor 
school children; endowed hospitals, education 
and band concerts.

England’s Busy Thames 

Could German mine-layers bottle up the 
Thames they would seriously handicap England, 
for the Thames has been a highway of com- 
merce from the earliest times. “Jimmy” Thomas 
once called it “liquid ‘istory.” Long before the 
Roman invasion it formed a line of communica- 
tion with the continent. More than one-third of 
Britain's overseas trade, or $1,500,000,000 
annually, is carried upon its waters, This is 
more than the trade of Canada averaged in the 
last decade, and we are the fourth exporting 
nation of the world, The ocean tonnage of the 
Port of London exceeds 31 million tons a year, 
and equals the combined total of Liverpool and 


‘Southampton, Britain's second and third largest 


ports. 

Merchant shipping was still subject to some 
delay in the lower Thames on Friday while 
German mines, parachuted from airplanes last 
Wednesday night, were cleared from the channel, 
but the Port of London, which had been par- 
tially closed on Thursday, was completely re- 
opened on Friday when an inbound convoy 
arrived, This convoy doubtless was typical of 
the glamour and romance which characterize 
Thames shipping. Britain buys from the nations 
of the seven seas, and among the commodities 
handled by the Port of London, with its huge 
floating electric cranes, its granaries, wine 
vaults and warehouses, are the spices of Arabia 
and the East, the fruits of the Mediterranean, 
the riches of the Indies, the grain of Canada, 
Australia and Argentina, the chilled meats of 
South America and the Antipodes. The argosies 
of the Thames carry wool, ivory shells, tea, 
rubber, wine, marble, canned goods, hides, per- 
fumes, lumber, hardwoods, woodpulp, tobacco 
and general cargo, 

The Port has cold storage accommodation 
for 430,000 carcasses of beef to feed London's 
millions, The stock of tobacco carried in Port 
warehouses is worth $150,000,000. Without his 
Toast beef and his tobacco John Bull would in- 
deed suffer, But proud conquerer has not set 
foot on British soil for several centuries, and it 
is certain that the unrestricted German mine- 
laying campaign will be defeated, as the fright- 
fulness of the Zeppelins and the underseas boats 
was frustrated in the Great War. England for- 
tunately has many other seaports besides Lon- 
don, and the Nazis could: not starve her by 
paralyzing shipping on the Thames. But the 
shriek of sirens and the wheeze of derricks in 
the Port of London cannot be stopped by Nazi 
warfare—legal or illegal—for long.—Toronto 
Globe and Mail.
